Death op an AtJTHon. — Sir John Bow- 
ring, whoso death was recently announced 
was ono of tho most prominent author- 
politicians of England. IIo was born 
Oct. 17, 1792, near Exetor, and after up- 
plying himself to acquiring a thorough 
knowledge of modern languages, produced 
motrical translations of the poetry of Rus- 
sia, Holland and Spain. Ho assumed the 
editorship of tho Westminster Review in 
1825, and continued in that position for 
soveral years. He was a member of Par- 
liament from 1835 to 1S37 and a^ain from 
1811 to 1819, was knighted in 1851, and 
appointed Governor of HongKon^, from 
which oflico he retired on a pension in 
1859.

Soveral changes aro to be 
made in tho Cabinet. 

Ero-nlem States- 

Washington, Dec. 8 — Mori, Japanese 
Minister, has received details of tho new 
educational system of which ombraees the 
organ izal ion of oightjeollegos.two hundred 
and fifty-six high schools and over tifty 
three thousand public schools at which 
attendance will bo compulsory for all 
children over six. 

Tho Southern Claims Committee report 
17,700 claims filed to Doc. 1st. Their ex- 
amination will require four yearn. 

Naw York, Dee, 8 — Tho editorial nnd 
composing department of tho "Evening 
Express " were destroyed by fire this 
morning, together with tho printing es- 
tablishment of G i'dstry. Three floors of 
the "Evoning Express" oflico and tho res- 
taurant of Van Like & Hallerno wero 
damaged. A valuable statistical library 
belonging to Mr. Brooks was also destroy- 
ed. Loss, $80,000. 

New York, Doe. 10 — Mr. Greeley's will, 
which gives all his property to his two 
daughters, in contested by other relativos 
on the ground that he was not of sane 
mind when the will was executed. 

A Washington dispatch says that tho 
Due de Noillca, French Minister, has in- 
formation that tho present crisis will end 
peacebly. Thiers will be sustained. 

Washington, Dec. 10— filacque Boy, 
Turkish Minister hero, ha3 received a 
letter from the Finance Minilter of Tur- 
key, asking a scries of questions with ro- 
gard to tho Pacific Railroads, their condi- 
tion and management and their availabil- 
ity to the Mahommedan commercial in- 
t:>rcsts. 

Europe- 

Paris, Doc. 9- The police have seized 
ill copios of the pctittion forjtho dissolu- 
tion of the Assembly which wero being 
circulated in wine shops, 

Turin, Dec. 9— Floods in tho north of 
Paly continue to spread. Some of tho 
large (owns arc threatened. 

London, Dec. Hi -The gale continued 
yesterday but with less severity than on 
Sunday. Intelligence continues to ar- 
rivo of disasters by sea and land. Tho 
damage in London alono is considerable. 
Six houses were blown down nnd forty 
persons were injured. A barge foundered 
on tho West Coast of tho Isle of Wight 
and all on board perished. 

Tho bark Steraylany from Hamburg for 
New York was wrecked on Kimarridge. 
Crow saved. 

Tho gasometer attaohod to the Royal 
Arsenal at Woolwich was damaged, and 
the hospital filled wit h gas. For the last 
two nights telegraphing was suspended.

Wo lmvo Auckland, New Zealand 
datos of November 1st). 

NEW ZEALAND. 

From tho Auckland "Herald" 
of Novoinber 1st, wo glean tho follow- 
ing; 

Sir.co the departure of the lust S. Fran- 
cisco mail t here lias been a change of 
Government, Mr. Stafford's party, after 
n. biiof term of about a month, were 
defeated on a want of confidence 
motion (Introduced by "Mr. Vogel) by 
a majority ot +, wo . Mr. Stafford ap- 
plied for a disaolofci mi which was re- 
tu^d by the Governor, who sent for 
Mr. Vogol. This gentleman ho weve r 
not posse"wiing the confidence of the 
country or livmso, and knowing that 
lie would bo unablo to form a Gov- 
ernment, enlisted \l 10 services of Mr. 
Waierhouse, as Premier, and a Gov- 
ernment lias been formed of which, 
Mr. Vogol will be, an belore, tho chief 
motive power. 

The construction of tho road from 
Rotorua to Cambridge is now commen- 
ced. It will load to an almost straight 
lino from Ohinemutu across tho oxton- 
aivo Patatero Plains, thus continuing 
tho Taupo Trunk Road from Napier, 
Wanganui, etc., toward Maangatautri 
by a direct route. The portion of road 
over which work lias been begun is a 
dense bu&h, very heavily timbered, 
one much dreaded by all travellers, and 
will require a clearing of ten to fifteen 
milea. 

Thero has been a strike amongst 
tho men working on the Auckland 
and Mercer rail way. Thoy were re- 
ceiving six shillings a day of nine 
hours, and thoy demanded seven shil- 
lings per day of eight hours. 

The "Hawk's Bay Herald," of Oct. 
2G, contains an account of the threat- 
ened native disturbance at the] Chat- 
ham, which shows the wholo affair to 
havo been an absurd scare. 

From a late return tho population of 
tho colonv is, Europeans, 2(35,852; na- 
tives, 36.959. Of these last, 23,227 
are in the province of Auckland alone. 

The "Hawk's Bay Hi raid" hoars that 
there is a native at present, at Piki Piki 
who has started business as a prophet 
and miracle worker, and is doing a 
roaring trade. Any person brought to 
him who is afflicted with any malady 
of not a very severe character ho cures 
right off. It' the disease is too obsti- 
nate to be dealt with, he can, at least, 
inform the patient when it will leave 
him or finish him, as the case mav 
bo. 

New South Wales. 

Our dates from New South Wales 
are toOctober 2<lth. The Sydney Herald 
contains the following. 

The total amount received into the 
Treasury of New South Wales during 
the nine months between the 1st of 
January and tho 30th September, 1872, 
including the balance at the commence- 
ment of the period, wa.i £3,190, -139; 
and tho total amount issued out of the 
Treasury during those nine months was 
£2, 73G, 727, leaving a balance on 
hand on the 30th September of §453,- 
712. 

The recent discovery of diamonds at 
Oberon has turned the attention of the 
public to this branch of industry; and 
several finds arc reported, notably that 
from Bathurst, where five diamonds of 
tho finest water were discovered on 
Wednesday last. Thoy are regular 
octahedrons, and the largest weighs a 
carat and a half. 

During the past month the gold 
mining disricts have been working 
stoadily, but no very extraordinary finds 
aro reported. 

A notice has appeared in the "Gov- 
ernment Gazette" announcing that 
Parliament willnieof for the dispatch 
of business on tho 5th November. 

The "Illrwarra Mercury" states: On 
Friday, October 9th, a shock of earth- 
quake was felt in this district for tho 
first time within the memory of tho 
olilest inhabitants of the place. The 
time at which the shock occurred was 
a few minutes before 7 o'clock, and the 
duration of tho vibration was about five 
seconds longer. Tho shock was felt 
throughout the whole of the district, 
and it, would almoi I tip] ear thai it must 
have been more severe in some places 
than at others. 

Victoria. 

On the 7tli of September tho first sod 
of the Castleinaine and Maryborough 
Railway was tinned by Mr. Gillies, the 
Minister for Railways. 

On the 9th of September, the Victorian 
Government sent a reply to t he pro- 
position of South Australia, stating that 
Victoria would assist in subsidizing a 
small vessel to carry messages from 
Java to Port Darwin whilst the marine 
cable should remain in an unservice- 
able slate. 

In the Assembly the Government has 
brought forward an education bill, 
The Attorney General defined the 
principles £of that bill to be for the 
most part, secular and free education. 
It is also proposed thai education shall 
bo placed under a separate Department, 
controlled by a Minister. The bill lias 
mot with strong opposition, both in 
the Assembly ami outside the both. - 

South Australia. 
Tho South Australian papers havo 
published telegrams from Port 'Darwin 
of a rather encouraging character re- 
specting the diggings at the north end 
of tho colony; but they at tho Biinio 
time emphatically warn miners against 
an indiscriminate rush to that very 
remote portion of this continent. The 
same papers say the trans-continental 
telegraph works admirably. Tho en- 
tiro length of the wire is 2,200 miles 
across which space the chirks in the 
Adelaide office can readily converse 
with the Port Darwin officials in North 
Australia. From the close of a ques- 
tion from tho Adelaide side to the first 



preliminary signal of the reply from 
Port Darwin, the interval is scarcely 
appreciable, although tho distance to 
bo traversed is 400 miles. 

Tho South Australian Government 
propose, it is said, to fit out two ex- 
ploring expeditions; one to go eastward 
of Mount Stuart. Mr. Warburton is 
to head the eastern expedition, and Mr. 
Elder that which will travel to tho west- 
ward. This appears to be one of tho 
first offshoots of tho telegraph lino in 
tho way of further discovery. There is 
at present, however, boiuo hitch in the 
arrangements. 

• Tasmania. 

All the Ministers have boon re-elected 
by their constituencies ,|but great apathy 
has everywhere been manifested by tho 
electors. In the north of tho island 
tho movement for a union with Victoria 
was being rather extensively promoted. 

China. 

Tho Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany's steamer Alaska brings dates 
from Hongkong to Oct.26th and Yoka- 
hama to Nov. 7th. 

In tho Pekin "Gazette" of tho 30th 
wo find an edict bearing on the re- 
ports of the Sub-Perfect of the Shun- 
teeu Prefecture, iu which Pekin is 
situated in regard to the miserable 
condition of the population of the in- 
undated districts of Shunteen; and 
H is Majesty has, in consequenco of the 
distress, commanded that, out of the 
rice stored in tho granneries at Tient- 
sin, 60,000 shih- -each shih being equal 
to 150 cattiei — be distributed among 
tho people; and; and likewise that out 
of the rice stored in the grauneries in 
Pekin 20,000 shih be distributed. Bo- 
sides this, His .Majesty has further 
commanded that theHoopoo, oi Board 
of Finances, pay out of the treasury 
00,000 taelaof silver to the Sub Perfect 
for distribution among those of the 
starving people who will not receive 
any rice. 

Sourli America. 

Sarate and Gutierez, who murdered 
two Freemasons at Savdel, Agentine 
Republic, have been executed. Before 
dying, Sarate said: "I die for a holy 
cause I have killed some Masons 
whom the Cam told us ought to be 
done away with, for thoy were enemies 
of religion." 

Popular disturbance is expected 
in the trial of Senor Morana Jimeno, 
inBogata, for the murder of a priest.
